The February sown plants, when large 
enough, should be transplanted into cold frames, 
and as eariy as the ground is in fit condition they 
should be planted into the garden in rows about two 
feet and about eighteen inches in the row. The late 
varieties should be sown about the Ist of ay and 
set out in the gardenin July. As these grow larger 
than the early varieties, they should be planted in 
rows about three feet apart and about two feet 
apart in the row. '
